The ptospect’ before 
the Colony of being leit with no nursesqvail- 
able after June next ix’ not a pleasant one, 
aad weare pleased to see that steps are being 
taken to remedy the-matter, : 

The offer made by Dr. Stedman of house- 
room atthe Peak Hospital for the -hurses 
until some other acpommodation can be 
found for them, is certainly a most generous 
one, and the community should be corres- 
pondingly grateful to the proprietors of this 
institution for their public spirited offer. 

We cannot, ourselves, see that there’ ought 
to be any difficulty in carrying the scheme 
for a nursing institute through, As’ Dr. 
STEDMAN pointed out, it is not a charity 
which the public are asked to support, but an 
institution which is a necessity and Which 
should certainly be established without 
delay. At the present time we believe, many: 
people are deterred from-engaging the avail- 
able nurses by the knowledge that they are 
not often available, and we think that an in- 
stitution on tlie lines proposed at Saturday's 
meeting will lead to nurses being more 


| extensively employed than formerly, and this 


will mean that the deficit will not be so 
great as it has been each year in the case of 
the Government muses. Add to this the 


fact that Government institutions ,are in- 
variably expensive, and we think that there 
can be no doubt but that a nursing institite 
can soon be put upon a self supporting*basis 
is the Colony. At'all events, we hope that 
"the public will come forward generously, as 
the proprietors of the Peak Hospital have 
already done, and so give the new departure 
a fair start, ;

where they were Lusily bicking up the bits of
